Memo To a Hit-and-Run Driver: 


Dear Sir or Madam: 
If you were the driver of a car which struck 
a young man on West College Avenue near 


Jefferson Place in Decatur shortly after 9 p. m. 
Wednesday, you may be interested in this. 


The young man died, all right, as you prob- 
, ably expected him to do when you sped off. 


“Of coutse, he might have lived if you had 
stopped and tried to help him. But you didn’t. 
You took from young Tom Pittard and from his 
family the sacrifice he had offered, with honor 
and courage, to his country. You took his life. 

That young man, Mr. Motorist, whose coat 
brushed your fender, whose books were scattered 
before the wheels of your car, fought three years 
as a pilot in the Eighth Air Force without injury. 
He was fighting for you. And he came through. 

But you were in a hurry the other night... 
and young Tom Pittard (named Thomas W., Jr., 
for his father) is dead. 

You wouldn’t like his mother’s face today. You 
wouldn’t like to see his 23-year-old wife, Ruth, 
who has been given sedatives and put to bed 
because she is expecting to go to the hospital 
any day to give birth to Tom Pittard’s new baby. 

Perhaps, because he is too young to know 
what you have taken from him, you’d be willing 
to face little Mike Pittard.

After being rebuked twice for its noise- making inclinations, a large 
Atlanta audience last night forgot its pique and roared an ovation 
to the four great artists who had called its hand. 


the chamber music they played, 


It was a tribute to the musical 
genius of the Budapest String 
Quartet, for the artists that com- 
pose the group placed themselves 
in disfavor with their listeners at 
the outset when they abruptly! 
halted their playing and refused to 
continue until they had absolute 
silence. 

Seldom before has any artist or 
group of artists resorted to such 
drastic action to get silence—but it 
certainly produced the desired re- 
sults. 

After opening the program with 
the first movement of the Bee- 
thoven “String Quartet in C Mi- 
Yhor, Opus 18, No. 4,” the Quartet 
suddenly stopped its playing and 
gat motionless for several minutes. 
The noise, which was distracting 
both to the musicians and the re- 
mainder of the audience, halted 
and the Quartet resumed its play- 
ing. 

Once again, just as the group be- 
gan to play the third movement of 
the Brahms “String Quartet in 
A Minor.” the sound of creaking 
boards, stomping feet and creaking 
doors filled the auditorium. Poised 
and ready to begin, the Quartet 
relaxed and, as before, waited un- 
til absolute silence returned. 

Obviously of the opinion that 
any outside sound destroyed the 
intimate quality and warmth of

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To Make Tattnall Self-Supporting 


Many’s the time, in the years since it 
was built, we have shaken our head over 
Tattnall State Prison. 3 

Designed and built as one of the most 
modern penal institutions of our times, it 
has never functioned as it should. As a 
result, instead of being self-supporting, as 
intended, it has entailed a daily per-pris- 
“oner expenditure of sizable proportions. 
Moreover, much of the equipment in- 
stalled there at the time it was built has 
been.sold off until today its prison indus- 
tries are relatively negligible. 

We are pleased to note that no less 
powerful a political figure than Roy Har- 
ris has come to share our concern over the 
prison’s plight. Writing in his Augusta 
Courier, Mr. Harris this week sets forth 
what we believe is a practical blue-print 
for making Tattnall Prison self-support- 
a. 

Mr. Harris thinks, as we do, that it is 
ridiculous that the prison does not make 
all the signs, clay and concrete pipe and 
other incidental equipment which the 
Highway Department uses. 

“They have at the prison now a metal 


working plant,” he writes, “and they need 


-only one press which will cost approxi- 
mately $12,000 to enable prisoners to make 

_all the metal road signs used over the 
State and all filing cabinets used by the 
State. 

“One order for highway signs would 
pay for the press. 

“With the expenditure of approximate- 
ly $5,000 a linotype machine could be 
added to the prison print shop and the 
prisoners could be able to do practically 
all the State printing, which would more 
than pay the present costs of operating 
the penitentiary. 


“If the corn, English peas, field peas, 
snapbeans, tomatoes and butterbeans are 
produced in sufficient quantity the can- 
‘ning plant can be operated every day 
in the year and can an unlimited amount 
of these vegetables for use at Milledge- 
ville State Hospital and for the State Hos- 
pital at Rome. 

“With the expenditure of approxi- 
mately $40,000 a shoe factory could be 
installed which would enable the pris- 
oners to make all the shoes used at Reids- 
ville and used by the patients at the State 
Hospital at Milledgeville. 

“They are now making at Reidsville 
the dresses worn by the female prisoners 
and shirts and pants worn by the males. 
With a small expenditure all the dresses 
used by the inmates of the institution at 
Milledgeville can be made at Reidsville 
and all the pants, shirts and underwear 
used by the men in both the penitentiary 
and the State Hospital at Milledgeville 
can be made right at Reidsville. 

“There is no reason that the State 
should not so organize its penitentiary 
and use the labor of the inmates: of the 
institution so as to make it a profitable 
operation for the State. At least a mil- 
lion dollars a year can be made and saved 
at Reidsville if the penitentiary system 
is properly organized and this million 
dollars can be used at the Milledgeville 
State Hospital to give the patients there 
adequate care and treatment.” 

We trust that Mr. Harris will use his 
influence with the Administration to see 
that his recommendations are carried out. 

Georgia needs its revenue too badly 
in other places to go on subsidizing an in- 
stitution which should be more than self- 
supporting. 


A Good Omen for the Southeast 


The gospel of better pastures preached 
by Constitution Columnist Channing 
Cope, the Soil Conservation people and 
agricultural authorities generally already 
is having its effect in Georgia—and in 
Florida and Alabama, too. 

No better evidence of this fact is avail- 
able than a report by the Department of 
Agriculture yesterday. It showed that 
21,500 cattle and calves were marketed in 
November in the three-State area, while 
in the same month last year 33,000 were 
sold. 

This means simply that farmers of 
Georgia, Florida and Alabama now are 
enjoying better pasturage and are not 
forced to rush their animals to market in 
order to escape heavy Winter feed costs. 


It was Henry Grady who said the 
South’s economic ills would disappear 


when the fields grow green in Winter. - 


We have not reached that point yet, but 
progress is being made. 
Georgia's livestock industry, including 


poultry and eggs and dairy products, 
brought $157,176,000 to farmers of the 
State last year, a jump of nearly $37,000,-

000 over 1946 figures. Hogs were the larg- 
est contributor, accounting for $49,956,000. 
Next in order came dairy products with 
$28,907,000; cattle and calves with $27,778.,- 
000 and commercial broilers, an industry 
centered chiefly around Gainesville, with 
$24,191,000. 

This year there are an estimated 1,145,- 
000 cattle on Georgia ranges, at an aver- 
age approximate valuation of $63.90 each. 
This “average valuation” has little to do 
with what farmers actually are paid for 
cattle they market. At the present time, 
for example, beef steers are bringing 
about $30 per hundred and are sold at 
weights of 500 to 900 pounds. A 700-pound 
steer, then, is worth $210. 

November sales figures show a great 
many Georgia farmers no longer are faced 
with the necessity of selling their cattle 
in the Fall when the market is declining 
under the impact of excess offerings. Bet- 
ter pastures enable them to hold their ani- 
mals, awaiting better prices even while 
they continue to fatten. It is an encourag- 
ing sign pointing to further development 
of livestock raising in the State and 
region.

Plenty of Presidential Timber Now 


WASHINGTON—Four years is a long time to look ahead, but there is one result of the recent ' 
election that will grow more conspicuous as time goes on. 


It is that the Democrats have been left 


with no dearth of presidential timber against the day in 1952 when it will become necessary to nomi- 
nate a successor to President —Truman. Through members of the White House staff, Mr. Truman 
has made it clear that he has no ambitions to seek a third term. Even if ratified by two-thirds of the 
States, he4is not bound by the new constitutional amendment, submitted by the last Congress, which 
places a two-term limitation bn future Presidents. Now 64, he has indicated he will be ready to retire 


when the new four-year_tenure to which he has just been elected is ended. 


Hence, it may be assumed that the field will 
be wide open when the Democrats meet at their 
next national convention to nominate a candi- 
date for President. 

During the latter years of the Roosevelt regime, 
and even up to the last convention, the Democrats 
had a —, of presidential material outside 
of the occupant of the White House. The reason 
for this has been well defined by a careful stu- 
dent of American history, Sir Willmott Lewis, 
the able Washington correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times. 


On the thesis that excessive light can be 
equally blinding as total darkness, Sir Will- 
mot points out that under our peculiar Ameri- 
can political system we traditionally focus 
a blinding light on the presidency. The ef- 
fect of this, he says, is to blind the party of 
the President to the qualifications of other 
worthy men as his successor. 


That was particularly true under President 
Roosevelt, and it has been only a shade less true 
under President Truman, who was able to walk 
away with the nomination last Summer £0 easily 
largely because of the inability of his opponents 
to find an aceptable candidate on whom they 
could agree. 

But the situation promises to be different next 
time. It will be due in part to President Tru- 
man’s elimination of himself as a third-term con- 
tender, but more largely ‘to the considerable 
array of new presidential talent the Democrats 
elected in November. 


By virtue of the election a new generation of 


Democratic leaders has emerged. Quite a num- 
ber of outstanding men were elected as Governors 
of pivotal States—States like Ohio, Michigan, 
Connecticut, Illinois, Indiana, Massachusetts, in 


all of which Republicans were replaced. 
dition, the Democrats are bringing many new 
faces to the Senate, most of them exceedingly 
able men. 

To mention only a few, there is Adlai Ste- 
venson, who won the governorship of Illinois by 
the greatest majority in the State’s history; Ches- 
ter Bowles, former OPA Administrator, the Gov- 
ernor-Elect of Connecticut; Mennen Williams, 
the. youthful new Governor-Elect of Michigan; 
Paul Douglas, the noted economist who comes 
to the Senate from Illinois; Guy Gillette, the 
Senator-Elect from Iowa, and Hubert Humphrey, 
Mayor of Minneapolis, who was elected to the 
Senate from Minnesota. 


| Not to be overlooked also are former Govs. 
Henry F. Schricker and Frank J. Lausche, 
of Indiana and Ohio, respectively, both of 
whom were returned to office by the voters. 
There will be others to show up in the 
heavy majority the Democrats rolled up in 
the lower house of Congress: Still others of 
presidential stature may be expected to 
emerge from the governmental! structure as it 
develops during the coming four years. 


The upshot of it is that the Democrats in 1952 
will find themselves with a wealth of material 
from which to select a presidential candidate. 
And what promises to make things more inter- 
esting is that it is scheduled to be the first time 
in 20 years when a Democratic nominating con- 
vention has not been a cut-and-dried affair. 
since Roosevelt was first nominated in 1932 has

The Land 
Is His 


(“The land shall not be sold for ever; for the 
land is mine; for ye are strangers and sojourners 
in my eyes.’’—Leviticus 25:23.) 


Sometimes it seems to me that we ought never to have developed 
the property idea so that man says, “This is mine.” It would be 
much better if we had said, “I am the trustee of this land, I and 
my childreA after me. We are responsible for it.” As it has worked 
out we have developed a custom of saying, “It is mine. I will do 
what I please with it and it is my business only.” 

The result is that a man may let a thousand acres of the best 
crop land wash into the river and damage the future productivity 
of his region, and no one may do anything about it. A dozen or so 
men so doing can ruin a county. Thousands of men so doing can 
wreck a nation. We know that because we have seen how our own 
generations have, unwittingly, reduced our own crop lands to the 
danger point. Our once seemingly-inexhaustable lands have been 
washing away since the first plow was put to earth. 

Fierce pride in one’s own possession is natural and understand- 
able. Nevertheless, our tradition of saying “It’s mine. I’Jl do as I 
please with it” is dangerous. We are, in truth, strangers and so- 
*.,urners on it. It does, indeed, belong to the Creator. And it will 
not be sold forever. 

All who own land should say to themselves, “The title to this 
land is registered to me at the courthouse, but I am but the trustee 
of it. After me come others. They have a right to expect the trus- 
tee Bena it over to the next generation improved and in honest 
condition.” 


Another truth is that we are just now learning to 
Strangers farm. Our forefathers brought with them to * his 
country the European idea of farming. That their system did not, 
vith but few exceptions (the Germans in Pennsylvania are an 
example), fit our soils and our terrains, did not occur to them. 
There was no need for it. There was always new land—stretching 
for miles and miles. If a hillside washed, one cleared another. If 
2 meadow land ceased to grow good crops, one moved to another. 


By 1840 the tobacco lands of Virginia were exhausted, and 
travelers reported abandoned farms and dismal voverty. It was the 
migration of cotton farmers from South Carolina and Georgia 
‘which supplied the momentum to fight the Indians for lands in 
Alabama. It was migration from New England and Virginia which 
made Mississippi what it was as a cotton state. 

Exhaustion and loss of soil are not new conditions, come sud- 
denly upon us. They are ancient problems which we just now are 
beginning to understand. 

Our forefathers simply didn’t know. They did not inquire into 
it because there was always new land. One could bundle and go. 
The early history of our country is strong with the land hunger of 
the time—the restless search for new land. And the most vigorous 
element in that land hunger was supplied by men who had already 


“worn out” land. 

Today Now, when there is no new land, save that which may be 
opened by irrigation, and that which Alaska may furnish 

us, we turn to saving what we have. 

: There is no such thing as a lost acre. It will grow something, 
pine trees or Kudzu. But, our civilization has so progressed that 
man cannot do the job without capital. Three years, at a minimum, 
are required to build a pasture or restore an eroded field. The 
farmer must have credit and he must have it across a long span of 
time at low interest rates. That is why the government properly 
interests itself in this problem. ; 

_. Our pioneer past with its tradition of inexhaustible new land 
1s SO close to our present competitive age of the machine and trans- 
portation that we have difficulty adjusting our processes to it. 


We must re-arrange our thinking. 


‘We may have title to the land. But we are not really owners— 
only trustees—strangers and sojourners on it, with a responsibility 
to the future.

A Review of ‘Light Up the Sky’ 


“Light Up the Sky” is a fast, funny and phony show, and it 
looks as if Moss Hart has another hit on his manicured hands. 


This comedy of bad manners is about show people, and its 
moss-covered plot concerns itself with their shenanigans during 
the out-of-town tryout of a play. Though the characters are pretty 
much stoak—the temperamental actress, the fancy-nancy director, 
the Gregory Ratoff-type producer, and the tough gal with the 
heart of gold—what they have to say is frequently funny. But to 
a fellow who has been around show business for 25 years, their 
carryings-on seem like the imaginings of an author who has never 
been on the road with a show. Let’s see if I can’t prove my point 
by telling you what happened to Moss’s own play. 


When “Light Up the Sky” opened in Boston—the same Boston 
where Hart opens his imaginary play—it got mixed notices and 
lost approximately $20,000 in 16 performances. At the time, Moss 
confesses, he wouldn’t have bet a perforated Dewey button on its 
chances. But did Moss and -the actors throw a set of cheap tantrums 
and start ratting on eath other? Of course not—they did what 
professionals in the theater have been doing since there was a 
theater. The playwright-director locked himself in his hotel room, 
put on his monogrammed pajamas, sent out for a lot of coffee, 
and practically rewrote the play. He eliminated page after page 
of pretentious point-making, substituted several highly comic situa- 
tions, put the new stuff into rehearsal the third week, and opened 
ir Philadelphia the folowing Monday with a hit show. 


Laughs On opening night in New York, Acts Two and Three 

had the audience laughing as if they had gotten in for 
free, and most of the crtics agreed that the Royale Theater was a 
cinch to sell out for a good many 8:40’s to come. 

I was a little disappointed, however, with some of the direc- 
torial shortcomings of Playwright Hart. For example, Glenn An- 
ders, portraying a swish director, has a running gag in the show, 
“I could cry,” and he says it about 20 times. After watching out- 
of-town audiences greet this fake little line with gobs of silence for 
five and a half weeks, I can’t understand why Moss, usually a 
skillfull director, didn’t delete the next 19 repetitions. 

According to the columns, most of the characters in Hart's 
play are take-offs on certain members of the marquee and malar- 
key set, including the Roses, E. and B. Moss argues that they 
aren’t patterned after definite individuals—they’re all composites. 
I agree, but it’s my belief that Moss is an essential component of 
some of these composites. For instance, Sidney Black, the theatri- 
cal produeer played by Sam Levene, is partly me to be sure, but 
I submit that he’s partly Moss Hart—the part of Moss Hart that 
he would like to pin on somebody else. Psychoanalysts call it 
“projection,” but, as I see it, it’s the old trick of saving face by 


pretending the face doesn’t belong to you. 
Poor Boy To make sure that he has nothing in common with 
the Blacks of this world, Moss has written himself 
into at least; two other characters in his play. Members of the 
cast and Broadway in-the-know-it-alls will tell you that the 20-year- 
old playwright in the piece is Moss at the age of 20, but it’s my 
theory that he isn’t Moss at all. He’s the kid Moss wishes he had 
been—a serious, talented, stright-forward sort of guy who had 
something to say, and wasn’t going to trade his right to say it for 
a pound of gold jewelry. 
The third Mr. Hart on the stage of the Royale is a distinguished- 
looking gent named Philip Ober who plays a debonnaire, elder- 
statesman-type playwright, and wears more tuxedo than I’ve ever 


seen on one man before. That, the actors tell me, is supposed to be | 


Moss today or, psychology being what it is, it represents Moss as 
he’d like to be. 

Nevertheless, the net result of all this ego scratching is a 
pretty funny evening, and it’s probably a good thing for the men 
who financed this $80,000 production that Moss is a bit mixed up. 
The id-kid’s desire to forget the kicking around he got as a youth, 
the hungry Summers on the Borscht Circuit, the scrounging after 
success that now seems so unpleasant, the traumatic impulse to 
show how white he is as compared with Sidney Black’s black— 
they all add up to a hit show. 

Poor little Laddy in the Dark! He has another success.

eompromise or delay in the President’s civil-rights program, breaking in dulcet tones the silence they 
had preserved so rigidly in the campaign, most of them not even daring to mention the name of their 


Party leader and President of the United States. 
Their attitude is somewhat like a defeated army 
insisting upon writing the peace treaty. 

In the fine spirit of a good winner the Presi- 
dent has refrained politely from saying the ob- 
vious things that he might have said. He is pre- 
serving a decorous silence while they talk. He 
has not been cajoled into giving the least en- 
couragement to the “compromise” mov« gent. 

For purely practical political. reasons, if noth- 
ing else were involved, the President would not 
compromise before the fight began. He is, after 
all, experienced in politics. He will present his 
program to Congress again, just as before.

But there is something else involved of 
which the Southerners perhaps have not taken 
due account. That is the President’s conviction 
that the time has come for this nation to in- 
stitute simple justice for all of its citizens, in 
keeping with the Constitution, and in keeping 
also with the leadership our nation has assumed 
in the world. He will not be deterred from 
that. 


His is the opportunity, and there is evidence 
he recognizes it, to write a charter of human 
rights in this century to implement those great 
acts of the past that have marked the successive 
stages of our progress as a great democracy, in- 
eluding the Constitution and Abraham Lincoln’s 
emancipation proclamation. It is time for the 
mext step. The President, a close student of 
American history, is conscious of the stream of 
history. 

His determination should be plain now to 
evenybody. It has been tested, as by fire. He 
heard himself vilified when he submitted his 
program to Congress originally, and he saw the 
Southern rebellion mount to such fury that ex- 
pemenced observers could see nothing but the 
wreck, temporarily at least, of his Party and the

doom of his own chances for re-election. 

Despite that, despite the pressure brought on 
him to drop the issue in the campaign as a des- 
perate move to appease the South, he spoke out 
again in Madison Square Garden. His courage on 
this issue undoubtedly was an influence with 
many voters who had no direct personal interest 
in it, other than the simple interest in civic 
decency, and was one of the elements in his sur- 


‘ prising victory to which no account was given 


during the campaign. 


President Truman is further along with 
the people of the South, perhaps, than with the 
politicians of the South. This is indicated by 
the much larger vote for him in the South than 
had been anticipated. Of interest, too, is a fact 
discovered by this reporter on a pre-election 
tour of the South that there is considerable ac- 
ceptance of parts of the Truman program, such 
as anti-lynching legislation and abolition of the 
poll tax. 


It is significant that Dixiecrat orators confined 
themselves to FEPC in whipping up their cam- 
paign in the apparent effort to create the belief 
that this was all of the civil-rights program, and 
they distorted the FEPC unbelievably. The fanci- 
ful impressions people got from this sort of cam- 
paign were amazing. 

This may give a clue to the strategy that Presi- 
dent Truman and his leaders in Congress use in 
developing the program. Because of his sincere 
desire to get his charter of human rights on the 
statute books as a landmark of his second admin- 
istration, it is expected that the President will 
plan his course carefully. A likely course is to 
start first with more accepted portions of it and 
work gradually to the rest. It would seem essen- 
tial also to get some curbs on filibusters in the 
Senate, which hitherto have prevented action 
there. In this Republicans can be helpful.

Fifteen 
years and 2,250,000,000 gallons ago, come Sun- 
day at 5:32 p. m., EST, the Noble Experiment 
ended. Well do I remember that night. It fea- 
tured a rush, when the news got around, on 
Childs’ Pennsylvania Avenue restaurant. The 
amateur bartender (and how could he have been 

else?) served brandy in snifter glasses, 
which held a pint, and filled same to the brim. 

Since that hilarious and headachy evening 
barkeeps have learned to serve their drinks small. 
Many other things also have happened in the 
liquor traffic, according to my researches, and in 
full knowledge that I'll hurt the feelings of all 
concerned, I hasten to set ’em down. 


The fellow who dug up the two-and-a- 
quarter-billion-gallon figure for the liquor 
that’s gone down the American hatch in the 
last 15 years was aghast at the result of his 
calculations.

The player's contract is a strange Leuswiee! of 
the old yellow-dog contract by which anti-union 
corporations years ago bound workmen to refrain 
from joining unions. The essence of the yellow- 
dog contract was individuality. Each worker was 
hired separately under an elaborate agreement 
containing horrible penalties, such as fines and 
ostracism. The lawyers who defended. it up to 
the Supreme Court pulled pietistical faces as they 
invoked the constitutional right of contract. How- 
ever, the American sweep to Socialism has abol- 
ished whatever there was of that right in em- 
ployer-employee relations. Neither party has 
freedom of contract in these relations now. The 
Government dictates terms to the employer. The 
union dictates terms to the worker. 

In this process we adopted national laws to 
equalize the strength of the worker and the cor- 
poration. These laws, principally the Wagner 
Act, were going to amass the workers into aggre- 
gations called unions which would stand tough 
against the soulless aggregations of wealth. The 
unions became mighty forces themselves, but their 
bosses s6on proved to be just as brutal, greedy 
and bad as the swank, lush, plush industrial 
tycoons, as Fui Pi-Yu would call them. 


And whereas the corporations had been 
the special proteges and financial supporters of 
past Administrations, the unions, with an in- 
come of one billion dollars a year, and abso- 
lutely unrestricted in the political use of the 
money, now became special protéges and finan- 
cial supporters of Roosevelt and Truman for 16 
years, now going on 20. Most of the unions 
never were chosen by the workers as their “bar- 
gaining agents.” Instead, they were accepted 
perforce under closed shop agreements and 
ether coercions, legal, economic and corporal. 


The United States itself is a union of the sev- 


eral States and its greedy and domineering be- 
havior toward those States and the people should 
have been a warning of the inevitable behavior 
of big unions toward their component locals and 
the members. 


Shrewd and sensible as we think we are, we 
have succumbed to the addled feeling of common 
or faceless people toward royalty which we al- 
ways have ridiculed in the English. Tough Amer- 
ican businessmen, politicians and soldiers sin- 


But in practical life we have to take some things on faith and do 


cerely and stupidly admit that when they go into 
the President’s office—any President—they get a 
“feeling” of awe. That is terrible because, after 
all, a President is just a man hired by election 
to do certain work. When you hold him in awe 
he irresistibly believes that he is better than 
people are. You lose human dignity. Union 
bosses unmistakably do feel royal. They adopt 
royal privileges and protocol and Dan Tobin, of 
the Teamsters, must have ruffles, flourishes and 
fanfare from his subjects. I am not joking. That 
is the truth. 

So we find that we abolished the yellow-dog 
contract between employer and worker but cre- 
ated a new yellow-dog contract between union 
and worker. Ashamed of his folly, he resents 
being shown how stupid he has been. In false 
pride he goes on pretending to believe that the 
New Deal set him free. He votes more and more 
powers to the President and the national gov- 
ernment which turned him over to the unions. 
He boasts that he has got the right of collective 
bargaining when he knows that collective bar- 
gaining is not a right at all but a restriction of 
rights. The individual can’t seek the best job 
but has to go where the union orders him. He 
can’t sélect his own bargaining agent. He can’t 
insist on his worth but must accept pay based 
on average ability. 


The CIO just the other day “awarded” 
50,000 American workers to the United Auto 
Workers by repudiating their “bargaining agent,” 
the Farm Equipment Workers. The members 
were not consulted. The mere fact that they 
ratify this transfer will not mean that they 
select the Auto Workers as their bargaining 
agent. They have no alternative. When you 
have no choice, you have no free will. If they 
don’t ratify they can be expelled from a union 
which they never joined, the Auto Workers. 
And the penalty of such expulsian is the black- 
list, of course. 


I think Father Moore will find by extended 
study that while the ball-player’s contract is un- 
questionably a yellow-dog contract, the toiler’s 
condition is essentially the same in a big union. 
The ball-player is not permitted to bargain 
through a union agent. The worker can’t bargain 
for himself. The ball-player can be fined, sus- 
pended or expelled for certain conduct. So can 
the toiler, and the restrictions on his conduct are 
much more degrading.

Salads Can Be Good and Pretty

The salad, almost un- 
known a little more than a 
generation ago, has today 
become a must on the fam- 


ily menu. 

Fruits, any season of the year, 
offer many rare as well as 
pleasing combinations. A house- 
keeper can count on a fruit 
salad, or even a cocktail or des- 
sert, as smooth sailing in meal 
planning. This is especially true 
during the holiday season when 
“dining in” can assume the same 
thrill of eating as “dining out.” 

Variety is the spice of life, but 
it is this variety that makes 
dishes prepared with fruits pop- 
ular on dinner tables from coast 
to coast. There is not a mem- 
ber of the family who will re- 
fuse a serving of fruit, whether 
it be prepared as a salad,. for 
meals, a dessert, for informal 
tea time, or for a vitamin filled 
snack when the kiddies come 
home from school. 

Use of fruits can make a meal 
as colorful as a Christmas tree. 
Take holiday fruit salad for in- 
stance. Combine favorite mayon- 
naise with whipped cream—two 
parts whipped cream to one of

Whip cream until 
stiff; fold into gelatin mixture 
with 1 cup fruit cocktail and 
celery. Turn onto oiled molds 
and chill until firm. Unmold on 
greens; garnish with remaining 
fruit cocktail. Serve with dress- 
ing if desired. 

For a Fruit Nut Salad bowl 
make as follows: To cottage 
cheese add drained fruit cock- 
tail, shredded almonds or diced 
walnuts and whipped cream 
blended with mayonnaise. Serve 
with crackers or toast sticks. 

A fruit bowl for that “serve 
yourself” gesture is mdde by 
chilling. several cans of fruit 
cocktail.

Place the fruit in a 
chilled fruit bow]. -Garnish with 
whipped cream, ‘place a rosette 
of whipped cream in the center 
and top with a cherry.

Crush the bran 
into fine crumbs and mix it with 
the flour and salt. Cut in the 
shortening. Add water, a little at 
a time, until the dough is moist 
enough to hold together. Roll 
out on lightly floured board to 
about 1% inch in thickness.
